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Applicant argues that the prior art does not disclose a neighbor solicitation (NS) message requiring duplicate address detection (DAD). The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Kitamura does discloses DAD NS message (fig. 3, messages f and/or I, DAD NS) 

Applicant further argues that both the detector and the registrar of Kitamura cannot be placed inside a DNS server. The examiner 
respectfully traverses. Kitamura discloses that the detector and the registrar can be placed on any IPv6 nodes (page 6 par. 1 and page 9 
par. 4). Although Kitamura discloses that the detector can be placed on user's end, there is no prohibition that a detector cannot be placed 
at a provider's end or inside a DNS server. For example, consider fig. 1 of Kitamura, if the plugged in node is on the provider's side, then 
the detector and the registar can well be placed inside the DNS server. 
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
